PROCEEDINGS OF PARLIAMENT. 


Lord Ripon on the Bill Repealing 
Restrictions Upon Australia. 


London, March 19.—In the house of lords 
today the marquis of Ripon, secretary of 
state for the colonies, moved the second 
reading of the bill repealing the restrictions 
upon the Australian colonies regarding the 
imposition of customs duties. Lord Ripon 
explained that the bill was thé outcoine of 
the recent conference of the colonists and 
its operation would enable the colonies to 
enter into fiscal relations with each other 
for the establishment of differential duties. 
The bill was read a second time. 

In the house of commons Mr. Sidney Byx- 
ton, parliamentary secretary to the colo. 
nial office, replying to a question, said that 
the Canadian and Newfoundland govern- 
ments had agreed that a conferen:e should 
be held at Ottawa for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the question of the entry of the 
colony into the dominion. In the mean- 
time, he said, it was impossible to give 
any information as to the terms of the 
union or to say whether or not the dispute 
regarding the French fisheries would be 
included in the subjects discussed. 

Sir Edward Grey, under foreign secre- 
tary, stated that as soon as the official 
report regarding the sentence at Honolulu 
of W. H. Richard should be received the 
question of applying for the mitigation of 
his sentence would be considered. 

Bannerman Not a Candidate. 

London, March 19:--Lord Rosebery this 
forenoon had a conference with Mr. H. 
Campbell-Bannerman in regard to the lat-

LOSS OF THE REINA REGENTA. 


The Spanish Warship Found with 
Nothing but Masts Above Water. 
Cadiz, March 19.—The Spanish cruiser Al- 

fonso XII, which has been cruising in the 

Mediterranean in search of the missing 

warship Retna Regente, arrived here this 

rorning, She found the Reina Regente 


_at Bajo Accitunos, near Conil, where she 


had sunk. Only about eighteen inches of 
her masts were visible above the surface 
of the water. The Alfonso XII has return- 
ed to the scene of the wreck with a com- 
pany of divers, The news brought by the 
Alfonso XII has created a profound feeling 
of sorrow here. 

From the best information obtainable 
here at this time it is regarded as probable 
that all on board the Reina Regente were 
lost, Not a single survivor has been report- 
ed as having arrived at any port, nor has 
a single body been found that could be iden- 
tified as that of one of the officers or crew 
of the lost ship. The Alfonso XII is tak- 
ing divers and diving appliances for the 
purpose of recovering bodies from the sunk- 
en ship, and an examination of the condi- 
tion of the vessel with a view of ascertain- 
ing the possibilities of raising her. Unless 
something further is heard from the Alfon- 


so XII nothing can be definitely known, but’ 


ali hands have undoubtedly been lost. 

No definite confirmation of the report 
that the sunken wreck of the cruiser Ret- 
na Regente had been discovered has yet 
reached the government. A dispatch from 
the agent of the Lloyds, at Gibraltar, was 
received near midnight, saying it was re- 
ported that she had foundered near Couila, 
but that the fate of those on board is not 
known. The salvage steamer Hermesa, 
the dispatch also said, had been placed at 
the disposal of the Lioyds’ agents, who 
proceeded with the vessel to offer assist- 
ance in ascertaining whether or not the 
cruiser could be raised. 

Not Believed by the Government. 

Madrid, March 19.—The government has 
not received official information regarding 
the report of the finding of the cruiser 
Reina Regente, and the statement that she 
has been found sunk in shallow water near 
the straits of Gibraltar is generally dis- 
credited by the authorities. All of the 
Madrid newspapers, however, publish the 
statement that the Alfonso XII discovered 
the cruiser sunk at Bajo Aceitunos, with 
only a small portion of her masts above 
water. 


SAGASTA MAY REMAIN, 


It Is Thought the Ministers Will Re- 
sume Their Functions. 


Madrid, March 19.—General Martinez de 
Campos, captain general of Madrid, paid 
another visit to Queen Regent Christiana 
this afternoon. Later it was stated that 
Premier Sagasta, and his colleagues in the 
cabinet who had tendered their resigna- 
tions, would probably resume their ministe- 
rial functions. 

Cannot Control the Army. 

London, March 19.—A dispatch to the 
Central News ‘rom Madrid, via Bayonne, 
France, says that recently the condition of 
affairs in the Spanish capital has been 
more serious than at any time for years 
past. The censorship of dispatches leaving 
the country has prevented the full truth 
from becoming known. The fact is that 
the government is powerless to control the 
army, and that the officers, from the gen- 
erals down, have sided with the riotous 
subalterns. When Premier Sagasta learned 
of this state of things he meditated sum- 
moning the civil guard, but he found that 
he could not depend upon that branch of 
the service, its officers expressing sym- 
pathy with those of the regular army. 
Thereupon the prime minister and his col- 
leagues tendered their resignations, Senor 
Sagasta informing the queen regent that 
he feared insistence upon the punishment 
of the offenders would result in a mutiny 
of the military officers in Madrid and the 
provinces, and might even endanger the 
monarchy. The impression produced ugpn 
the general, public at seeing the govern- 
ment at the mercy of a few score of subal- 
terns is most painful.

Uncle Sam Has No End of Trouble with 
the Foreigners. 


GRESHAM EXPLAINS 70 THE CABINET 


Venezuela and Nicaragua Present 
the Most Serious Difficulties. 


WE MAY HAVE TO TAKE A HAND 


England Is Pushing Her Case Too Rapidly. 
The Administration Is Wiiling to 
Give Spain Reasonable Time. 


March 19.—The cabi- 
net met today for the (first time 
since March Ist. Secretary Gresham went 
over to the white house at 11 o'clock, arm- 
ed with several volumes of treaties on in- 
ternational law. He had previously ex- 
plained to the president, by means of a 
chart and by quotations from diplomatic 
authorities, reasons for his action in de- 
manding an apology and reparation from 
Spain in the Allianca matter, and it is 
understood that he reiterated his explana- 
tion this morning for the benefit of his 
Official associates. 

On his way to the white house Secretary 
Gresham was asked if he would have any 
news today about the Allianca affair, and 
he made the non-committal answer, “I’m 
sure I don’t know.” 

It is learned from other sources that the 
State department is not impatient with the 
course of Spain in,delaying a positive an- 
Swer to the demand of this government, 
but will give the Madrid authorities am- 
ple opportunity to ascertain the facts be- 
fore taking the next step in the proceed- 
ings. 

The cabinet crisis in Madrid is also 
given as a reason why this government 
will not press for an immediate answer to 
its demand for an apology. 

It is believed that Venezuelan and Nica- 
raguan difficulties are regarded by the 
president and his advisers as much more 
dangerous and pressing in importance than 
the Allianca incident, as it now stands.

HARD ON NICARAGUA. 


Great Britain’s Ultimatum to the Cen- 
tral Americans. 

Washington, March 19.—The utmost re- 
ticence was observed at the Nicaraguan 
legation today regarding the report that 
Great Britain, through her minister at 
Managua, gad submitted an ultimatum to 
Nicaragua which provides for a cash in- 
demnity of $75,000 to Mr. Hatch and a 
commission to adjudicate damages sustain- 
ed by other British subjects as a result 
of the troubles in the Mosquito reservation 
last year. 

Some months ago Nicaragua sent a spe- 
cial ambassador, in the person of Genera® 
Barrios, to London, to remove the friction 
between the two countries as a result of 
the Bluefields troubles. From the character 
of the information which reaches here from 
Managua and from other sources, it is a 
fair assumption that General Barrios’s mis- 
sion has ended in a flat failure. General 
Barrios a few days ago arrived in the 
United States from London, en route to 
Nicaragua. He has been staying in this 
city for the past week, a guest of Dr. Guz- 
man, resident minister from Nicaragua. 

General Barrios this morning stated to a 
reporter that he had nothing to say re- 
garding Great Britain’s ultimatum. He 
would not acknowledge that the ultimatum 
had been made by her majesty’s govern- 
ment. He simply said that matters were 
in such a condition that he could not con- 
sistently, at this time, speak about them. 
Neither he nor Dr. Guzman is disposed to 
believe that any serious trouble will result 
from the present complication, but further 
than that non-committal statement they 
were unwilling to speak. 

General Barrios left for New York at ll 
o’clock and proposes sailing for Colon on a 
Pacific mail steamer leaving New York to- 
morrow. 4 

From all that can be learned here Great 
Britain’s attitude in this matter is regard- 
ed as one of great severity. It is said that 
Mr. Hatch, who was expelled from Nica- 
ragua last July, was not a British consular 
agent at Bluefields. It is authoritatively 
stated that he had received no exequatur 
from the Nicaraguan government and was 
not recognized by them in any official ca- 
pacity. He was a merchant at Bluefields 
and is represented as having beeyg active 
in fomenting troubles in the Mosquito re- 
servation between Indian residents there 
and the Nicaraguan government. He was 
expelled for this reason, and with him went 
a number of other foreigners, several of 
whom were Americans. 

The United States, so far as can be 
learned, made no complaint of the expul- 
sion of their own citizens, believing that 
they merited the punishment they received. 
Apparently the British government is not 
disposed to take this view of the matter, 
so far, at least, as Mr. Hatch is concerned. 
It is said here that Mr. Hatch was fortu- 
nate to escape so easily. There are those 
in Washington who are familiar with the 
occurrences in the Mosquito reservation 
who believe that Hatch should have been 
hanged for his complicity in the revolution, 
and it is for this reason that great sur- 
prise is expressed at the radicai position 
taken by the British government with ref- 
erence to him. 

The Nicaraguan contentions as to Mr. 
Hatch are strongly. controverted by those 
familiar with Great Britain’s side of the 
case. It is assert-d that Mr. Hatch was a 
regularly accredited official of her majesty's 
government and that his rank at Bluefields 
was that of pro-consul. It is emphatically 
denied that he was a m¢ging spirit in the 
troubles of last summer. On the contrary, 
his whole course, it is said, was-one of 
conciliation and so far as his influence 
went it was used to promote harmony. 

The Demand for Reparation. 

London, March 19.—Lord Kimberly, secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs, today per- 
sonally handed to the Nicaraguan minister 
at the foreign office, the ultimatum of the 
British government, demanding reparation 
for the expulsion from Bluefields of Mr. 
Hatch, the British consular agent. A copy 
of the document was cabled to the British 
minister resident in Nicaragua, Lord Kim- 
berly emphatically demands’ adequate satis- 
faction from Nicaragua. In official circles 
the belief is general that the_matter will 
be amicably settled, and that no demonstra- 
tion by a British squadron will be necessary 
to enforce the demands of Great Britain. 


No Break Visible. 

Dover, Del., March 19.—The senatorial 
deadlock enters upon its tenth week today 
and no signs of a break are visible, des- 
pite the many reports to the contrary. The 


legislature met in joint session at noon 
and took another ballot which resulted, 
for the eightieth time in no choice. The 
vote stood: Higgins, republican, 7; Ad- 
dicks, republican, 6; Massey, republican, 4; 
Woleott, democrat, 6; Bayard, democrat, 
3. Absent 4. 


CROSSMAN SWEARS TO IT. 


The Flag Fired on Was the Stars 
and Stripes. 


New York, March 19.—The following affi- 
davit was drawn up and signed by Captain 
Crossman, of the Allianca, this afternoon: 

“Captain James A, Crossman, being duly 
Sworn, deposes and says: Th@t, I have 
read in the morning papers of this day, 
Tuesday, March 19, 1895, that the com- 
mander of the Spanish gunboat, Conde de 
Venadito, has made the statement that 
the steamship that was off Cape Maysi, 
Cuba, on the 8th day of March, 1895, which 
was fired on by his gunboat, raised the 
British ensign in saluting him. In view of 
this statement, I do most soiemnly swear 
that the flag hoisted om the staff of the 
steamship Ailianca, in saluting the Spanish 
gunboat off Cape Maysi, ‘Cuba, March 8, 
1895, by my orders, and in my presence, 
was the American ensign. This is the only 
flag used for such purposes—the national 
flag of America. 

‘JAMES A. CROSSMAN, Com.” 

‘Sworn to before me, H. I. Bowden, 
notary puwblic.’’ 

Captain Crossman stated that he had a 
British ensign on board, as he also had 
French and Danish flags, which’ he was 
obliged to uSe when he was entering ports 
of these islands in the West Indies in pos-* 
session of the different countries. 

They are small flags; however, he ex- 
plained to the agent of the steamship com- 
pany, In regard to the report that the 
Allianca is to carry rifles and other muni- 
tions of war in her cargo, when she sails 
tomorrow on her trip to Colon, the agent 
of the line said this morning that it was 
quite true, though not at all remarkable, 
or sensational. The company carries arms 
to the Columbian governmert on nearly 
every outward bound steamer, It was a 
perfectly legitimate trade and violated no 
law. The steamer did not stop at any 
Cuban port and the arms were not in- 
tended for the Cuban rebels. Captain 
Crossman said Spanish naval officers have 
a contemptuous opinion of the American 
navy, but they have a wholesome fear of 
the British navy and would not fire on the 
Beitish flag. 

Story of the Spaniard. 

Washington, March 19.—Official advices 
received this morning fully corroborate the 
dispatch from Havana, which contains 
the substance of the report made by the 
captain of the Spanish cruiser, Conde de 
Venadito, which fired upon the Allianca. 
The captain of the Conde de Venadito in- 
sists that the vessel which he attempted 
to intercept was fiying the English flag at 
her masthead. Upon this point he is very 
positive. He says the vessel wag one and 
a half miles from the eastern promonitory 
of Cuba, Cape Maysi. He was within half 
a mile when the two solid shots were fired, 
He asserts, however, that these shots were 


fired wide of their mark in order not to- 


strike the vessel, and, if possible, to bring 
her to. When the vessel fired upon had 
passed the outside of the six mile limit the 
Spanish cruiser gave up the chase, inas- 
much as she had then left the jurisdic- 
tional waters of Cuba, The commander of 
the naval station at Havana will also make 
a report to the governor general régarding 
the matter. 
Guarding the Gulf. 

New York, March 19.—A Herald’s Key 
West, Fla., special says: No further par- 
ticulars have been learned about the Amer- 
ican schooner reported to have been sunk 
off Puerto del Padre, Cuba, by the Spanish 
cruiser Driedo. No denial has been made 
here by the Spanish agents as to the cor- 
rectness of the report, but it is said the 
vessel was not flying the American flag. 
The reason advanced for the sinking was 
that she would not answer signals. 

Diligent inquiry among ship owners 
fails to show any vessel belonging to this 
port missing. Nothing further has been 
heard of the schooner sighted by the Mal- 
lory steamer Concho off Tortugas last 
Friday. It is believed that he mistook the 
Concho for a steamer on which passen- 
gers were to be tratisferred. The federal 
authorities, and also the Spanish consul, 
express deep interest in the schooner, but 
do not believe any expedition left this 
port, although several vessels, lately un- 
der surveillance, have mysteriously disap- 
peared. 

The revenue steamer McLean still con- 
tinues cruising along the coast and a 
strict watch is kept on al! suspected ves- 
sels, and also on the movement of persons 
alleged to be preparing to leave for Cuba. 
All vessel owners refuse charters, unless 
the amount paid will cover the cost of the 
vessel. 

Reported Sinking of the Irene. 

The Herald’s Key West, Fla., special 
says: The latest report is to the effect 
that the schooner Irene was fired into and 
dismantled by the Spanish cruiser Infanta 
Isabel. The news was brought to this city 
yesterday afternoon by a vessel -engaged 
in the cattle trade between this port and 
the mainland. The Irene is a small schoon- 
er, owned in this port by Canary islanders. 
She has been employed in the fish trade 
all winter, but within the past few days 
returned with a party of court officials 
from Fort Myers, where an important 
murder trial had been held. She after- 
ward sailed for a fish ranch at Punta 
Gorda, where it is reported an expedition 
sailed for Cuba. This point has been un- 
der surveillance by a Spanish cruiser and 
the schooner was followed from here and 
fired into. This is the report given by 
fishermen at the ranch to a vessel which 
has just arrived. The family and owner 
and the crew of the Irene live here. 


The Fighting in Cuba. 


Havana, March 19.—General la Chambre, 
commanding the Spanish forces in Cuba, 
reports that the loss of Colonel Santoschil- 
de’s force in the engagement with a band 
of rebels at Guantanamo on the 10th 
instant, was five seriously wounded. The 
revolutionists lost seven killed and fifteen 
wounded, among the latter being one of 
the leaders of the band. Major Vaquero’s 
column, the report says, has attacked and 
dispersed the rebels in the vicinity of 
Jacaibana, wounding one of them. Col- 
onel Santoschilde arrived at Manzanillo on 
the 15th instant and assumed command of 
the troops in that district, On the 16th a

TEAMOH HIMSELF IS DELIGHTED 


Many Times Ho Has Said That He Is 
Greatly Pleased with His Trip 
to Georgia. 
a. 

Boston, Mass., March 19.—A Richmond, 
Va., dispatch asserting that Robert Tea- 
mmoh, the colored member of the house of 
‘representatives, who accompanied the leg- 
islative conm.mittee on mercantile affairs 
on its recent trip to the southern states, 
had been snubbed by Governor O’Ferrall, 
of Virginia, and others on account of his 
color and the committee thereby insulted, 
has caused a great deal of comment here. 

Ex-United States Senator Dowes is out in 
an interview declaring that the state of 
Massachusetts has been insulted. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Robiuson also talks for political ef- 
fect. But Mr. Darling, the senate chair- 
man of the committee, and Teamoh, him- 
self, say that the negro was treated with 
perfect courtesy. Dowes went off half- 
cocked, 

Mr. F. W. Darling, senate chairman of 
the committee on mercantile affairs, said of 
the dispatch from Richmond: 

“There is hardly a word of truth in it 
from the first line to the last. In the 
first place it says that had the governor 
known there was a negro in the party he 
would not have extended the invitation to 
the committee. Governor O’Ferrall knew 
Mr. Teamoh was in the party because he 
told me so. The dispatch also says Mrs. 
O’Ferrall immediately withdrew. from the 
parlor on seeing Mr. Teamoh. The fact is 
she remained in the parlor quite a Iong time 
conversing with the party. She did not 
leave the parlor until the governor arose 
and asked her to withdraw, as the gentle- 
men were going to the dining room. Mr. 
Teamoh and Mr. Mitchell, an alderman 
of Richmond, were in the party, and both 
went to the dining room and sat at the 
table with the governor and with the mayor 
of Richmond. There was not the slightest 
embarrassment observed in either of these 
gentlemen. On the contrary, they were 
most cordial and polite and desirous of en- 
tertaining royally a delegation from Massa- 
chusetts. : 

Defends the Governor. 

“This dispatch is unusually inappropri- 
ate as referring to Governor O’Ferrall, be- 
Jiuse he treated the eclored man with the 
utmost consideration, both at the executive 
mansion and afterwards, when as a party 
we visited the state penitentiary. The only 
other occasion in the south in which the 
committee as a body accepted any hospital- 
ity outside of what might have been ac- 
cepted as individuals, was in Atlanta, when 
it received an invitation from W. A. Hemp- 
hill, business manager of The Atlanta Con- 
stitution, to bring the committee to The 
Constitution building and meet some of the 
prcmirent nen of Atlanta who were in- 
terested in the prcposed exposition of cot- 
ton industries. The committee accepted the 
invitation and met there some forty or 
fifty citizens of Atlanta. 

Teamoh Was Satisfied. 

“The president of the exposition invited 
me, Mr. Bancroft, house chairman of the 
committee, Mr. Moriarty and Mr. Teamoh 
to speak to the committee. Everything said 
by these gentlemen was received with cor- 
dial approbation. We did not go south to 
make any unnecessary war upon their 
customs, and nothing for which Mr. Tea- 
moh asked in the south was denied him. 
Mr. Teamoh himself grasped the situation 
of affairs and assured the committee many 
times during the trip home that he was 
abundantly satisfied and pleased with his 
reception in the south.” 


O’FERRALL IS NOT THE FIRST. 


Other Virginia Governors Have Been 
Embarrassed by Negro Visitors. 
Richmond, Va., March 19.—(Special.)— 

The incident about Governor O’Ferrall 
unwittingly entertaining Representative 
Teamoh, the negro member of the Massa- 
chusetts legislative committee last Friday, 
has called forth a great deal of talk in 
political circles in this state. It recalis 
the fact that some other prominent Vir- 
ginia politicians have in the last few years 
called forth public indignation in Virginia 
by their course towards negroes. Gov- 
ernor Cameron, when he was the readjust- 
er governor in the state in 1882, appointed 
Captain Paul, his negro messenger, to a 
place on the school board of this city, 
No act of the governor’s during his whole 
connection with the readjuster party evok- 
ed so much indignation as that. He made 
many attempts to explain the matter, but 
never did so to the satisfaction of the 
white people of this state. 

Hon. John 8S. Wise, when he was elected 
to congress from the state at large in 1880, 
produced a sensation by his refusal to re- 
ceive negro constituents at his ho on 
West Franklin street. On one occasion a 
colored delegation kyY their enthusiasm 
and bubbling over with patriotism called 
at Mr. Wise’s home, but that gentleman 
promptly consigned them to his kitchen 
where he saw them. This incident called 
for severe denunciation against Mr. Wise 
from the negroes. The effects, however, 
lasted but a short time, and during all

The reformers dominated the 
city council. A banquet was tendered to 
the members of the street committee by a 
prominent capitalist now dead, whose aid 
he was anxious to secure in some meas.

THEY MISUNDERSTOOD HM. 


Monsignor Satolli and the Pythian 
Delegation. 

Washington, March 19.—The delegation of 
Fall River and Providence gentlemen, who 
Visited Washington for the purpose of in- 
voking the good offices of Monsignor 
Satolli in behalf of Catholic Pythians in 
those cities, have slightly misconceived the 
monsignor’s intentions, according to the 
interpretation placed thereon at the legation 
this morning. Father Rooker, private sec- 
retary to the monsignor, said: 

“These gentlemen presented two cases 
which were conceived to possess peculiar 
features entitling them to special considera- 
tion, and the matter was referred to Bish- 
op Harkins, of Providence, for action. 
The two lodges, as stated, are composed 
entirely of Catholics, and it was suggested 
to Bishop Harkins that if there were no 
reason to the contrary that had not been 
presented at the legation, he might permit 
the members to perform their required 
church duties at Easter. Two members of 
the lodges are said to be dying and they 
were desirous of retaining their member- 
ship in order to save the insurance attach- 
ing to their families. ‘This, Monsignor 
Satolli thought, might be permitted, and so 
advised Bishop Harkins. The whole mat- 
ter, however, is one of local discipline, and 
rests with the bishop for final determina- 
tion. There will be no suspension of the 
edict against membership in the order, 
and no decree will be issued. Everything 
that has been received from Kome since the 
edict was published looks to a more rigor- 
ous enforcement rather than any relaxa-- 
tion.”’ 

Incidentally, Father Rooker stated that 
so far as the legation was concerned there 
was no information that Bishop Spaulding, 
of Peoria, was to be made coadjutor bishop 
of Boston, with the right of succession to 
Bishop Williams.

TO PAY BACK TAXES. 


Decision in Railroad Cases by the 
Supreme Coj'rt of Florida. 


Tallahassee, Fla., March 19.—In the gu- 
preme court today Mr. Justice Liddon, for 
the court, handed down a decision against 
the Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
and in favor of the state for back taxes 
for the years of 1879, 1880 and 1881, amount- 
ing to $96,000. The lines of the road from 
Jacksonville to Chattahoochee, including 
the St. Marks and Monticello branches, 
from Fernandina to Cedar Keys and from 
Waldo to Ocala, are held liable to sale for 
these taxes for the years mentioned. rom 
Ocala to Wildwood is held liable for the 
taxes of 1881. From Wildwood to Plant 
City and Tampa is held to be exempt. This 
suit was decided in favor of the railroad 
December 1, 1893, by Circuit Judge John F. 
White, at Live Oak, so far as these par- 
ticular back taxes were concerned. Colo- 
nel John A. Henderson represented the rail- 
road company and Attorney General Lamar 
appeared for the state. The latter appealed 
from Judge White’s decision to the June 
term last year of the supreme court. It 
is expected that Colonel Henderson will 
appeal to the United States supreme court. 
Not only the state, but all counties through 
whieh the road runs, .are helped by. the 
decision unless it should be reversed by the 
higher courts. 


CANNOT HOLD OFFICE. 


Women in North Carolina Cannot 
Even Be Notaries Public. 


Raleigh, N, C., March 19.—(Special.)—The 
last legislature passed an act allowing wo- 
men to be notary publics, It is unconstitu- 
tional. A woman sent in the first applica- 
t'on today under the new law, and it was 
refused.

LARGE FIRE IN BURLINGTON. 


Several Manufactories Destroyed—The 
Losses and Insurance. 


Burlington, Vt., March 19.—The largest fire 
in the history of this city started at 4:30 
o’clock this morning in a shaving shed be- 
longing to J. R. Booth, connected with his 
planing mill. Before the = fire was got 
under control two blocks were burned over 
and Booth’s planing mill, retail shed, box 
factory, sash, blind and door shops, Bald- 
win Refrigerator Company’s factory, Ver- 
mont Shade Roller Company’s factory and 
an old foundry, used for storing lumber, 
and the engine and boiler house and long 
shed used for storage, were entirely con- 
sumed, twelve buildings in all being burned. 
About 400 men are thrown out of employ- 
ment by the fire. The total loss is about 
$250,000; insurance $126,000. The refrigerator 
company’s loss is fully covered by insur- 
ance. 

M. L.: Millington entered Booth’s office 
during the progress of the fire, and it is 
feared was burned to death, as no trace of 
him has since been found. 


WAS A FATAL WOUND. 


Young Robert Lewis Dies from the 
Accidental Shot. 
Montezuma, Ga., March 19.—(Special.)— 
Robert, the fourteen-year-old son of Sena- 
tor E. B. Lewis, died here last night at the 
home of his father. His death was the re- 
sult of a gunshot wound in his head, in- 
flicted several days ago. The boy was out 
hunting with his friend, Leo Herz, when 
the gun of the latter was accidentally dis- 
charged, causing a bullet to hit Lewis in 
the head. Local physicians did all for 
him that could be done. Dr. Williams, of 
macon, was sent for, but arrived after 
the boy’s death. 
Mrs. Herz, the mother of the boy who 
did the shooting, is frantic with grief, and 
is in a very critical condition.

Negro Emigrants Sail from Savannah for 
the Far Away Country. \ 


THEY CARRY PLENTY OF SUPPLIES | 


The Men Take Their Guns and the 
Women Taeir Gewgaws. 


THOUSANDS WITNESS THEIR SAILING 


Singing and Shouting the Party Bid Adieu 
to America, and Turn Their 
Faces to Africa. 


Savannah, Ga., March 19.—The steamship 
Horsa, with two hundred Liberian emi- 
sailed from Savannah this after- 
noon. Five thousand negroés gathered on 
the wharves and cheered the vessel as it 
passed down the river. Knots of negroes 
began gathering in the vicinity of the dock 
where the steamer was lying early this 
morning. The number kept increasing and 
at noon several thousand were packed in 
the streets and lanes and cover the-roofs 
of buildings for several blocks. he effort 
by Rev. C. 8. Smith, secretary of the Sun- 
day School Union of the African Methodist 
church, who has been endeavoring to pre- 
vent the clearance of the vessel on the 
ground that she was not properly equipped, 
failed to accomplish anything. 

The accommodations of the Hersa com- 
plied fully with the law and the vessel 
passed a thorough inspection by the -cus- 
toms officials, 

Shortly after noon the gates to the wharf 
where the emigrants were waiting were 
opened and the negroes went aboard. 

It was a curious procession, ranging in 
age from the baby in arms to the old man 
tottering on the verg@ of the grave, The 
women came first and made strange con- 
trasts. One with a checked apron and a 
sunbonnet was followed by a jauntily-dress- 
ed girl of more tender years, with gaudy 
plumed hat and bright ribbons. Some car- 
ried valises, others buckets, others tins 
full of smail articles. After the women 
came the men. some with shotguns, rifles, 
and others with assorted luggage. All were 
sent into the stern of the vessel and group- 
ed together in order that a picture of the 
vessel might be taken. The count showed 
202, of which 38 were children and 7 in- 
fants. The clearance papers put the num- 
ber at 197. 

Taking Plenty of Supplies. 

Over four hundred trunks and boxes were 
taken as baggage, In the boxes are agri- 
cultural implements, firearms, © ammun}- 
tion, household utensils and supplies, 
clothing, etc. The party will probably be 
the best equipped that has ever left Amer- 
ica for the dark continent, Since. their.ar- 
rival in Savannah they have spent proba- 
bly $1,500 to $2,000 laying in- stores. The 
majority of the negroes appear tobe still 
quite well supplied with money. There is 
probably not a man in the party but who 
has sufficient to provide subsistence for 
some tine after landing in Liberia. Sup- 
plied as they are, there is no danger of 
this party starving to death or otherwise 
suffering if there is any possibility of mak- 
ing a living at all in the land to which they 
are going. Be 

When the vessel’s lines were cast off 
there was a cheer from the crowd on the 
wharves and the emigrants sang their 
parting song: “I'm Going Home to Afric's 
Shores.”’ The refrain was taken up by 
those on the shore. The singing was kept 
up until the vessel passed the city, the 
crowd following along the wharves shout- 
ing goodbyes. 

From the negroes gathered on fhe crowd- 
ed deck of the steamship came back an- 
swering shouts from men and women, 
while the colorbearer of the party, a sturdy 
negro of small dimensions, violently waved 
a large American flag that will be dis- 
played as the Horsa enters the harbor of 
Monrovia, The Horsa expects to reach 
Monrovia about April ist, and after 
landing the emigrants will endeavor to 
secure a return cargo, The party is accom- 
panied by E. B. Cottingham, secretary of 
the International Migration Society; R. 
Cc. Truesdal and J. C. Lanshester, and W. 
M. Simpson, agent of the charterers. The 
missionary cause is represented by four col- 
ored ministers, who go with fundg to build 
a church in Monrovia. 


BANK OFFICERS ARRESTED. 


They Are Charged with Burglary 
and Larceny. 


Binghamton, N. Y., March 19.—County 
Judge Adams issued warrants this after- 
noon for the arrest of Tracy R. Morgan, 
cashier of the Chenango Savings bank, and 
David L. Brownson, the president of that 
bank. The Warrants were caused to be is- 
sued by Deputy Attorney General Has- 
brough and Special Deputy McGowan, who 
are in the city to prosecute the wreckers of 
the savings bank.® The warrants were 
issued upon the oath and evidence furnished 
by Bank Examiner Backus. 

The warrants sworn out for the arrest of 
Morgan presented three charges—two of 
grand larceny and one of burglary in the 
third degree. Brownson is charged with 
burglary in the third degree only. The 
burglary charges are based on the effort of 
Morgan and Brownson to remove property 
from the bank on the night of January 
25th, last, when they were intercepted by 
Detective Stephenson and made to return 
the books and other property to the bank. 

Immediateiy after the warrants were is- 
sued Under Sheriff Wales went to the home 
of Morgan, where he found Brownson. He 
was taken into custody, but Morgan was in 
bed and although he was placed under 
arrest, he was not brought before Judge 
Adams. 7 

Judge Adams fixed the bail in the larceny 
cases at 1,000 each.

LIVING BRONZES ARE THE SENSATION 


Ladies of High Sacial Position Have Them- 
sélves Photographed in Costumes 
Which Are Entirely Too Scant, 


New York, March 19.—(Special.)—The 
kinetophone is the name decided upon by 
Thomas Edison for his latest contrivance. 
It is a combination of the well-known 
kinetoscope arid the phonograph, and it 
gives sound as well as action. 

The new machine resembles the kineto- 
scope closely, with the addition of rubber 
tubes and ear pieces, by means of which 
the voices of the subjects shown in the 
pictures may be heard. The matter of 
contbining the two machines, according to 
Mr. Edison, was very simple, the only 
obstacle being to get them to work in 
perfect accord. That is, the kinetoscope 
and phonograph had to be started at ex- 
actly the same time or the action and 
sound would not come in together. 

The nvyachine in its present state is 
small and the pictures produced are only 
the ordinary small ones of the kinetoscope. 
The problem thdt Mr. Edison has now set 
out to solve is the production of life-size 
figures, and he says he will have the ma- 
chine in working order in three months. 

His idea is to throw the life-size pictures 
of the kinetoscope upon sheets by means 
of the stereopticon and to pPoduce the 
sounds through the trumpets attached to 
the phonograph. 

In experimenting for the production of 
life-size pictures many obstacles have, been 
«ncountered. The machine requires a larger 
film and a more powerful light, and the 
pictures produced must be flawless. In the 
small machines slight flaws are not notice- 
able, but when these pictures are magni- 
fied 5,000 times to make them life-size, the 
deviation of a hair’s breadth will amount 
to an inch when shown on the sheet. The 
slightest waver will spoil the picture. 

‘My. Bdison is enthusiastic over the 
kinetophone, and he says he will be able 
to produce grand opera with it, besides 
many other things. 

“In fact,” he said to a reporter today, 
“the fleld of usefulness of the Kinetophone 
is without limit.’

AGAIN THIS MORNING 


Council Will Meet at9 A M. to Take Up 
the Nelms Ordinance. 


IT WAS A SPIRITED SESSION YESTERDAY 


Councilmen Talked Out Plainly in the 
Meeting—Several Important Matters 
Presented and Considered. 


Fireworks of the most brilliant and 
illuminative hue shot across the council 
Chamber during the adjourned session 
yesterday morning. 

it was Mr. Nelms, of the seventh; Mr. 
Howell, of the aldermanic board; Mr. Col- 
vin, of the same branch of the body; Mr. 
Harman, of the sixth; Mr. Campbell, of 
the fourth, and Mr. Welch, of the nfth, 
who afforded the entertainment and amuse- 
ment for the other members and for the 
large crowd of spectators who were 
present. 

The session was.much shorter than the 
one of the previous day and it was one 
productive of more work and better work. 

The most interesting event of the meet- 
ing and decidedly the most important was 
the introduction of an ofdinaace by Mr. 
Nelms, of the seventh, the discussion of 
that ordinance and the action taken by the 
body. It was an ordinance providing ior 
the organization of the board of police 
commissioners, in event what Loard tor 
any cause could not organize, and the 
Selection of a police force, :f the board 
was not orgahized at the time the vpelice 
force should be elected. The ordinance was 
prepared by Mr. Nelms several days ago 
und would have been presented to the 
general council on Monday atternoon had 
the body been able to complete its werk. 
The session of the morning was well uncer 
way when Mr. Nelms arose with the 
papers in his hands, saying: 

“if it please your honor, 1 have here an 
ordinance 1 desire the clerk to read and 
then I request permission to Say a word or 
two.’ 

it was a well known fact that Mr. Nelms 
had prepared a paper of the kind it was 
Shown to be, but no one knew exactly 
What it contained. Instantly the atten- 
tion of the house was centered upoa the 
clerk, for all were anxious to know what 
the contents of the paper were. ‘he Clerk 
read the ordinance and it was: 

“Whereas, there is no ordinance of the 
city of Atlanta providing for the organi- 
zation of the boaru of police commissioners; 
and 

“Whereas, Such an ordinance seems nec. 
essary, tnereivre be it ordained by the 
mayor and general council of the city ofr 
Allanta: 

“Section 1. That the mayor, who is an 
ex-oflicio Member of the poard of police 
commissioners, shail be and shall act 
as chairman of the board of police commis- 
sioners at the next regular adjourned or 
called meeting of the board after the adop- 
tion of this ordinance and until the board 
is reorganized. At the expiration of every 
board of commissioners it will be the duty 
of the mayor to preside until a new chair- 
man + elected. When the mayor is act- 
ing as chairman he shall appoint a secre. 
tary pro tem. to serve until his successor 
is duly elected. 

“Section z Be tt further ordained, That 
at the next regular adjourned or calied 
meeting of the board of police commission- 
ers of the city of Atlanta it shall be their 
duty to reorganize said board by the elec- 
tion of a cnairman, chairman pro tem., 
and secretary, and that when such organi- 
zation is effected it shall continue untii the 
first meeting of said board occurring after 
the election of a police commissioner in 
March, 1896, and annually thereafter when 
the board shall be reorganized as provided 
for in this ordinance. The. mayor shall 
discharge all duties of chairman while act- 
ing chairman, 

“Section 3, Be it further ordained, That 
provided any vacancy occurs in either of 
said positions it may be filled by an elec- 
tion at the meeting of said board occur- 
ring next after the happening of such 
vacancy or vacancies. In voting for 
chairman, chairman pro tem. and secretary 
of the board, and in voting for police offi- 
cers and policemen of the city of Atlanta, 
and in voting in all trials held before said 
board, the mayor and the chairman and the 
chairman pro tem. and acting chairman, 
shall be entitled to vote on all questions, 
without reference to any question of a tie 
vote, the intent being to provife that each 
member of the board shall have the right 
to cast a vote, but one vote, in any event. 

“Section 4. Be it further ordained, That 
in the event of the failure of the board of 
police commissioners to elect a chief of 
police, police officers and police force by the 
expiration of their terms, the mayor is 
hereby empowered as chief executive of 
this.city, to proceed to adopt such measures 
rules and regulations as will insure to the 
people the maintenance of peace, good 
order and protection of their lives and in- 


terests. : 
“Section 6. Be it further ordained, That 


all laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
this, be, and the same are hereby repealed.’’ 
“A Dead Cock in the Pit.” 

As the clerk concluded Mr. Nelms start- 
ed to rise, but before he could get his feet 
from under him, Mr. Colvin was saying: 
“T’your honor, I move that the ordinance 
be referred to the ordinance committee. 
It’s virtually a dead cock in the pit any- 
how.” 

“Just wait a minute and I'll show you 
whether it’s a dead cock in the pit or 
not,” exclaimed Mr. Nelms warmly and 
with a great deal of pith in his gestures, 
directed as they were towards Mr. Colvin. 

“Now I desire to say, your honor,” Mr. 
Nelms resumed, addressing the chair in 
support of that ordinance—”’ 

“The chair regrets,” said Mr. Broyles, 
addressing Mr. Nelms and interrupting 
him, ‘‘to break into his talk, but a motion 
to refer is not debatable and he is out of 
order.”’ 

“And you mean to tell me,” said the 
gentleman from the seventh quite hotly, 
“that I am barred from discussion on this 
resolution?” 

“That’s it, sir,” replied the chair. “A mo- 
tion to refer is not debatable and unless 
the alderman will withdraw ‘hat motion 
nothing can be said on it.” 

“Well, I declare that—” said Tr. Nelms, 
quivering with emotion, but his remark 
was cut short by the call of the roll by 
the city clerk on the motion to refer the 
paper to the ordinance committee. The 
call of the roll showed that the mcticn to 
refer was not popular with the members of 
the body as ten members, @ majority, vot- 
ed against it. ; 

Captain Nelms’s Vigorous Views. 

“Now, if you please,” said Mr. Nelms, 
and there was a radiant smile about his 
face, “I desire to preface what I shall have 
to say on this matter by asserting that I 
regret—that I am very sorry indeed that 
we have those in our very midst who are 
always ready to squeal ‘job,’ ‘trick’ or some 
thing of the kind every time legislation is 
sought which contemplates something for 
the good of the people.It is a pity that 
such men should be in office, men who by 
their utterances indicate or intimate that 
oniy a certain few of Atlanta's people are 
competent to hold the reins of government. 
That is an aspersion upon the entire city 
and all the people in the city. Why, sir, 
if some dire calamity should come upon 
us tonight which would wipe out all but 
a thousand of our more than a hundred 
thousand good people, there would be 
found in that thousand men able, compe- 
tent anid good to run the city government. 
Now, as to the ordinance, a reading of it 
will satisfy all that it is nothing but some- 
thing we should have. There is no law in 
our code providing for the organization of 
the police board in the event that body 
cannot organize. Neither is there a law 
providing for a _ police djepartment in 
event the ‘board does not elect one. Such 
an emergency should be provided for and 
it is time that we were doing sumething 


| 


of that kind. That is the object of that | 
resolution and it is a great regret 1 have 

when I see members of this body trying 

to prevent good iegislation. It is @ sad 

sight indeed.”’ 

“I’m responsible for what I say and what 
I have said,’’ exclaimed Mr. Colvin quite 
warmly. 

He Thought So, Too. 

‘*And so am I,”’ retorted Mr. Nelms, shak- 
ing his head vigorously, “and I mean what 
I say when I say that it is a sad spectacle 
to see a member of this body putting him- 
self in the way of a good law for the city, 
Now, such an ordinance as that is necessa- 
ry for the good of the city. I have the 
highest respect for every member of that 
police board, and know that they are #ll 
good men, thoroughly qualified and well 
equipped for the work they have in hind, 
but look at the body now. It is there w:th- 
out an organization, and the existence of 
the ordinance 1 have presented would ma- 
terially chahge matters. I think it is an 
ordinance that should be auopted, ana move 
that it be placed on its second reading.” 

The motion to place the ordinance on its 
second reading was lost. It received a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, but the rule re- 
quires a two-thirds vote, and tnis the puper 
could not secure. 

‘Il move,” said Mr, Campbell, “that the 
paper be so amended as to provide for all 
other departments, 1 am for the ordinance, 
but { don’t think it goes tar enough, and 
that its scope shoula be eniarged, ‘Shere 
are other boards in the city government 
which are hable to have the same tircuble 
as the police board, and | would suggest 
that its scope be extended,’”’ 

‘Il want to offer as a substitute for the 
whole,” said Mr, Hirsch, ‘that the paper be 
referred to the orainance committee, and 
that the committee be directed to repurt its 
finding to this body assembled in special 
session on the 2tth of this month.” 

Mr. Welch Was Surprised. 

“Well,” remarked Mr. Welch, of «he fifth,

Now, I have heard it intimated that 
some people are.saying that I have suicid- 
ed politically by the stand 1 have taken on 
this police board matter, Mayne 1 have, 
but I'll just add that I’m a right lhvely 
corps, and that 1 can do muvure swmciding in 
a minute that same way than all the under- 
takers in Georgia can care tor. ‘This is 
simply a new currency for the payment of 
a political debt—a sort of free coinage bvusi- 
ness on the sly. Now, if there's any one 
who don't like what I have said he knows 
where Il am. I think it is a dirty political 
trick, and I shall oppose it.’’ 

The substitute for the whole, cffered by 
Mr, Hirsch, was then put and was carried. 
That referred the paper to the ordinance 
committee, with instructions to make a re- 
port to the general council on the 26th in- 
stant. But the whole matter will be -eopen- 
ed again this morning, as Mayor King has 
issued a call for an extra session of the 
council during which Mr, Nelms will move 
to reconsider the action of yesterday, and, 
in event that motion prevails, will support 
a motion to adopt the ordinance as it reads. 

That Military Appropriation. 

The committee on military affairs, Mr. 
Miller, chairman, made a report on the pro- 
posed distribution of the money appropriat- 
ed to the militaries companies of the city. 
In the report by Mr. Miller, Mr. Broyles, 
another member of the committee, joined. 

Mr. Howell, the third member of the 
committee, submitted a minority report, 
and before the matter was disposed of there 
was a lively talk between Mr. Miller and 
Mr. Howell, a talk, however, which the 
two gentlemen rehearsed after the adjourn- 
ment as they walked away from the cham- 
ber arm in arm. 

The majority report provided that the 
$2,400 set aside by the finance committee 
for the military of the city should be di- 
vided among the companies of the city, 
each company getting $300, except the Gate 
City Guard. The report declared that there 
was considerable doubt as to whether 
that company was a military company and 
consequently questioned ‘its right to a part 
of the appropriation. The report, however, 
suggested that the same amount of money 
as was given to the other companies be 
held up for the benefit of the Gate City 
Guard pending the inquiry now being made 
as to whether it is a military company or 
not. In event it is decided in favor of the 
Guard, the money is to be paid that com- 
pany, but in event it is decided that the 
Gate City Guard is not a part of the mili- 
tary of the state, the $300 set aside to await 
that decision, shall be disbursed among 
the other companies. 

Colonel Howell Speaks for the Guard. 

‘That report,’”’ said Mr. Howell, who 
made a minority report in which the Gate 


City Guard was placed on the same footing 
with the other companies, “is one of the | 
most unjust things I ever heard of. It is | 
a well known fact that the Gate City , 


Guard is not only a military company, but 


that it is the oldest in the city and is the 
company which has done more for the city 
than any military company in it. During 
the war it was one of the first companies 
to go to the front, and there it remained 
until the close of the war. Everybody is 
familiar with the heroic work the company 
did, and now these gentlemen want to come 
forward and say that the Gate City Guard 
is not entitled to its Share of that money. 
Take that Jonesboro riot a few years ago. 
In that alone the company won more pen- 
sion money that the city of Atlanta could 
ever pay them. Give us our part or give us 
a better reason than the one you have as- 
signed.’’ 

Mr. Miller said that the report had been 
made in the way it had because there was 
quite a doubt as to whether or not the com- 
pany was a member of the military depart- 
ment, and as the question was going to be 
taken to the courts for adjudication, he and 
his associate thought the report they had 
made, the best possible solution of the ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Howell then moved that the Gate 
City Guard be naid $25 a month out of 
the appropriatio®? and the matter was re- 
ferred to the military committee. 

The salary committee presented an or- 
dinance fixing the salaries of the members 
of the police department who are to be 
elected this month. 

It placed the salary of the chief at $2,400 
& year; that of the assistant chief of 
police at $1,800 a year. The ordinance pro- 
vided fer three captains at $1,300 a year 
each, six sergeants at $2.70 a vay each, 
detectives at $2.50 per day each, patrol- 
men at $2.15 per day each and cemetery 
guards at $55 a month each. The members 
of the department are required to furnish 
their own uniforms by the ordinance. 

The Street Committee. 

The street committee reported in favor 
of taking $1,500 from the streets ordinary 
and using itin paying for condemnations on 
Piedmont avenue and taking $250 from the 
Pryor street special fund for Ezra Andrews’ 
damages. Both reports were adopted. 

The street commissioner was instructed 
to advertise for bids for the taying of 
certain sidewalks named in the resolution, 
the advertisement to cost not exceeding 
$25. 

The Pryor Street Matter Again. 

An ordinance assessing the expenses of 
the work on Pryor street and enforcing 
the same was read the second time and 
adopted. 

Captain Baker's Trial. 

The bill of $108.90 for taking the testimony 
in the Baker investigation was presented, 
read and was referred to the finance com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Campbell presented a resolution in- 
structing tne commissioner of public works 
to note the streets in Atlauta bevring the 
Same name and wher un instance was 
found report the same to the general 
countil so that the name mignt be changed. 

Hunter Was Not Guilty. 

Mr. Hirsch, chairman of the special com- 
mittee which investigated the. charges 
against Jumbo Hunter, made a report on 
that investigation. The report was signed 
by Mr. Harralson and Mr. Miller, the 
other two members of the committee, and 
stated that a most thorough and searching 
investigation had been+made and that 
Hunter was not in the slightest guilty of 
any the charges preferred against him.

Cleveland to approve demoeratic finan- 
cial legislation, and since that time the 
fall of prices and the doubling of debts 
and taxes have reduced our people to a 
eondition that they have never before 
experienced. 

There is another fact to which we de- 
sire to call the attention of those who 
may have been confused by the argu- 
ments of ignorant or reckless editors, 
towit: That the Mexican dollar will 
purchase just as much now as it did in 
1873, perhaps a little more. This is the 
testimony of all intelligent men who 
have studied the situation, and it is 
borne out by facts that cannot be con- 
troverted. The only change that has 
taken place since that time is that the 
gold dollar and the money representing 
gold, have more than doubled fin value. 
The United States dollar is worth two 
Mexican dollars in Mexico because it 
will buy twice as much wheat, eotton, 
corn, iron or calico as the Mexican dol- 
lar will buy in Mexico. Everything that 
the labor of the people produces in this 
country has been depreciated to less 
than half their value as compared with 
the gold dollar, while the products of 
the people of Mexico remain at their 
old level. In 1873 our dollar would buy 
less than the Mexican dollar commands 
in Mexico today. At this moment our 
dollar will buy twice as much as the 
Mexiean dolar, and the additional value 
is stolen out of the sweat and hardships 
of the people. 

When any cuckoo can show us the 
slightest benefit that the people have 
derived from this doubled and trebled 
value of the money for which they have 
to toil to pay their debts and taxes, we 
shall be willing to give him a patient 
and respectful hearing. 


A Murderous Nation, 


According to recent statistics, we had 
in the United States last year 9,800 
criminal homicides against about 500 in 
Great Britain. : 

Now, there can be no reasonable ex- 
cuse for such a black record for this 
country. The reproach falls upon every 
section. In the north most of the blame 
is laid on the foreign element, and in 
the south it is laid on the negroes. 

This explanation does not satisfy. 
These wholesale murders should be stop- 
ped, and if educational methods fail 
we should remodel our penal codes and 
make justice more certain and speedyein 
our courts, It is a ridiculous-boast to 
claim that ours is a Christian and a 
law-abiding nation when we have nearly 
10,000 criminal homicides a year, to say 
nothing of the fact that there is hardly 
a month in the year when the militia 
or the federal troops are not ordered out 
in some locality to suppress various 
Kinds of disorder. 

The trouble is that in every state in 
the union there is an impression that a 
murderer has about nine chances in ten 
of securing an acquittal, or ja light 
sentence with a commutation or. a par- 
don. This is the cause of.so many lynch- 
ings. When we remove the cause the 
result will go with it. 


crimes, it is plain that our criminal 
percentage is altogether too large. We 
must turn over a new leaf or take a 
back seat among Christian nations. 


The Collapse of Clevelandism. 


Wherever the democratic party has 
succumbed ‘to the influence of cuckoo- 
| ism, or has béen prevailed upon to sub- 
stitute Clevelandism for genuine demo- 
cratic principles, it has been practically 
wiped out of existence, leaving few to 
mourn its fate. 

The wiping-out process is not the re- 
sult of any sudden growth of republi- 
canism sentiment, but is due to the at- 
titude of those who believe in demo- 
cratic principles. It is a protest of 
democrats against Clevelandism— 

gainst the tendency of the present ad- 
ministration to force republican doc- 
trine on the party. This tendency was 
made manifest when Mr. Cleveland and 
his personal following set their faces 
against the principles and pledges made 
in the Chicago platform. 

Since that time the indignation of the 
people has been deepening and growing 
until now whenever an election occurs 
they proceed to hold an inquest on 
Clevelandism and to bury it out of sight. 
This queer situation is recalled by the 
publication of the following letter writ- 
ten to Mr. Bissell, late postmaster gen- 
eral, by the provisional democratic eom- 
mittee of Erie county, New York: 

Mr. Secretary—I am directed by the few 
remaining democrats of the town of Au- 
rora to send you the result of yesterday’s 
election. From a town that sent eighty-five 
men to the Syracuse convention, and could 
proudly boast of a democratic club of 245 
members in 1892, that shows that some- 
thing is radically wrong. We decided to 
call in J. L. Doty, coroner of the West 
Towns, to hold an inquest over the political 
corpse, and, after listening to the evidence; 
brought in a verdict ‘“‘that the democratic 
party of the town of Aurora departed this 
life on March 13, 1895, after a lingering ill- 
ness brought about by an overdose of that 
dangerous mixture of sham home rule and 
bogus civil service reform, administered by 
— friends of President Cleve- 
land.”’

This is very interesting, but the 
trouble lies deeper than the writer.of 
the letter supposes. The democratic 
voters are disgusted with Clévelandism, 
and they do not hesitate to show their 
disgust by remaining away from the 
polls.

As Americans See It. 

iix-Secretary Whitney voices the sen- 
timents of the American people in his 
cablegram to The New York Times in 
regard to the Allianca affair. He is ex- 
actly right when he says that the Span- 
ish outrage was deliberate and that an 
apology will scarcely wipe it out. He 
declares that it is in accordance with the 
general brutality and ruftianism which 
hold Cuba, and that it is a disgrace to 
us tO permit it at our doors. “It makes 
ny blood boil,” is the way he puts it. 

The press and the people are ovyer- 
whelmingly in favor of adopting prompt 
nnd severe measures in dealing with 
Spain. Until we do this, we must expect 
no security for our flag and the lives antl 
property of our citizens in Cuban 
waters, 

We have had so many provocations, 
insults and outrages from the Spaniards 
that we would be justified in overthrow- 
ing their rule in Cuba, and if we should 
forcibly annex the island the enlight- 
ened public opinion of the world would 
be on our side. Annexation has been 
our policy ever since the promulgation 
of the Monroe doctrine. We have made 
attempts to purchase Cuba, and such 
good democrats as Pierre Soule, John Y. 
Mason and James Buchanan signed a 

aper in 1854 in which they, expressed 
the opinion that the purchase of Cuba 
by our government would be mutually 
advantageous to us and to Spain, and 
that if Spain refused to sell it the United 
States, in self-protection, should seize it. 

We must either purchase the island, 
seize it, or aid the revolutionists in their 
fight for independence. At the present 
time if our authorities would remain 
passive it would be an easy matter for 
the Cuban sympathizers to enlist 50,000 
men in this country who would in a few 
months drive the Spaniards into the sea. 
It is a foolish and a humiliating policy 
for us to allow imperialism to remain 
entrenched at our back door, interfering 
with our commerce, and ready to fur- 
nish a rallying point and a depot of sup- 
plies for our enemies when we engage in 
a foreign war. Then, it is un-American 
for us to stand by quietly for genera- 
tions and see the Cubans who are our 
natural allies oppressed and robbed un- 
der a system so cruel and rapacious that 
It can be matched only under Turkish 
rule. In the interests of liberty, hu- 
manity and civilization we should inter- 
fere in behalf of a brave people ground 
down under the iron heel of despotism, 
and we should be all the more ready to 
do it because it .would vindicate the 
honor of our flag, maintain our rights, 
and turn Cuba into a stronghold that 
would be of immense advantage to us 
in war and in peace. 

We fully agree with Mr. Whitney 
that an apology will searcely atone for 
the wanton attack upon the Allianca. 


Unhappy Great Men. 

Prince Bismarck is reported as say- 
ing that all the moments of real happi- 
ness in his life would not make more 
than twenty-four hours. 

This is a very gloomy summary of a 
splendid career and a life of eighty 
years, but other great men have talked 
in a similar strain. Napoleon said that 
life seemed to him only a vast, black 
expanse, with only a star twinkling here 
and there. 

Bismarck, however, says that to enjoy 
happiness one must have a peculiar gift. 
He believes that some men would not 
be happy under any conditions. 

The testimony of all ages goes to show 
that the greatest men, the conquerors 
and leaders of the world, have a greater 
share of unhappiness than falls to the 
lot of average mortals who are satis- 
fied with something less than the whole 
earth. And yet we are not prepared to 
accept Bismarck’s statement literally. 
We do not believe that a man could have 
his advantages and triumphs and sur- 
roundings for eighty years, with a lov- 
ing family, and still have only twenty- 
four hours of real happiness scattered 
through all that long period. It is likely 
that the prince is pessimistic in his old 
age. He has acquired the grumbling 
habit and exaggerates the ills of life. 


Dead in Their Prime. 

Within the past few days three prom- 
inent men, Colonel R. J. Jordan, of 
Hancock county; Judge Joel C. Fain, of 
Calhoun, and Mr. T. F. Howel, of Rome, 
have suddenly departed this life. 

Colonel Jordan and Judge Fain were 
notable men in their profession and 
they eerved their state with patriotism 
and distinguished ability in war and in 
peace. Mr. Howel was one of Geor- 
gia’s leading and most successful busi- 
ness men. All three were public spirit- 
ed, model citizens, and their loss will be 
mourned by a large circle of relatives, 
friends and acquaintances. 

But there is one remarkable feature 
about these three deaths. The de- 
ceased were all men in the very prime 
of life, and they were nearly of the 
same age, only a little beyond the half 
century limit. They were apparently 
in vigorous health, and yet in a few 
hours they were dead. 

It is sad to see such men suddenly 
stricken by the grim reaper when they

ful careers, with everything to indicate 
long lives of happiness and prosperity. 
The uncertainty of human life, with its 
aspirations, hopes and busy affairs, is 
strikingly illustrated and emphasized 
in the untimely and unexpected taking 
off of these comparatively young men. 
We say young men, because in this age 
longevity has increased, and men, espe- 
clally in the professions and in business 
circles, are not regarded as old until 
they border on three score and ten. The 
average man of fifty or fifty-five is now 
looked upon just about as the man of 
forty was half a century ago. 

But our young and middle-aged men 
make a mistake when they rely too con- 
fidently upon their health and strength. 
They cannot tell when the blow will 
come, nor in what shape. They may 
lead quiet and temperate lives, but when 
they leave home in the morning for the 
business of the day there 8 no certainty 
that they will return alive. As a state- 
ly edifice sometimes crumbles into 
ruin on aecount of -an  unsus- 
pected flaw in its construction, so a 
man who seems the incarnation of ro- 
bust health may without warning col- 
lapse and fall a victim to some secret 
and unknown affection of a vital organ. 

The deaths of Colonel Jordan, Judge 
Fain and Mr. Howel naturally suggest 
these reflections. They were all lovable 
men and brainy citizens, and those who 
knew them looked forward to a bright 
future for them. Their loss within the 
brief space of a week comes with some- 
thing like a shock upon the people of 
the entire state.

THE SILVER MOVEMENT, 


Covington Star: The Atlanta Journal 
Says it is as certain as anything can be 
that our government, acting alone, could 
not maintain an wurlimited number of 
Silver dollars of 412% grains on a parity 
with gold. Well, let us limit the number 
of such dollars to be 1,000,000,.000 (and we 
eculd hardly expect to live long enough 
to see that number coined, even if our 
mints were to be kept running night and 
day.) could we not maintain that number 
On a@ parity with gold? Surely we could, 
if silver was clothed with full legal tender 
powers the same as gold. Mexico main- 
tains the silver doliar at its full face 
value among her own people, without in- 
ternational agreement, and there is no 
limit, we belleve, to the coinage of silver 
dollare in that country. While it is true, 
Our money is worth nearly two to one of 
the Mexican dollars, it is because our 
dollar has the stamp of the American 
government upon it, and the Mexican 
dollar is only taken by our people at: its 
bullion value. The Mexican collar, how- 
ever, has as great purchasing power in 
the Mexican store as the American dollar 
has in Atlanta. That is to say, you can 
buy as many goods in the City of Mexico 
with the Mexican dollar as you can buy 
in Atlanta with the American, dollar. The 
argument that the free coinage of silver 
would enrich the silver miners of the 
west, while it would impoverish the bal- 
ance of the country, is the merest rot, as 
it could make no difference whether the 
silver coined came out of one silver mine 
or a thousand. The people need the silver 
coin, and they must have it. The free 
coinage of silver is coming. It is one of 
the inevitables. The people want it, and 
they are going to have it.

The Distinguished Promoter of Loxurious 
Travel Spent Yesterday in the City. 


SPENT A DAY IN ATLANTA GOING HOME 


Had Been on a Pleasure Trip to the 


Land of the Lemon and Pine. 


TALKED. OF THE COMING EXPOSITION

Mr. Pullman came from Florida and was 
on his way back to the north by way of 
Washington. 

The distinguished promoter of luxurious 
travel was surrounded by a delightful par- 
ty of young people, consisting of Miss Pull- 
man, Mrs. K. L. Buckley, Miss Emily 
Stuart and Mr. Edgar M. Mayer, private 
secretary. 

They have been spending sometime down 
in the sunny land of the lemon and the

pine, and were enjoying their pleasure trip 
through the south very much. 

Mr. Pullman and his charming compan- 
ions were traveling in his private car, 
which is a marvel of neatness and beauty. 
They arrived in Atlanta very early in the 
morning and spent the entire day here, 
leaving at 9:45 o’clock last night over the 
Southern railway for Washington and the 
east. 

At 2 o’clock yesterday Mr. Pullman was 
the guest of Captain Robert Lowry, Judge 
Newman, Mr. Charles Collier, president of 
the exposition company, and others, at the 
Capital City Club. 

In the afternoon he was driven out to 
the exposition grounds, having -expressed 
a desire to see the place and view the work 
that fs in progress there. In company with 
President Collier and others he was driven 
out Peachtree street to Piedmont park, 
and it was late in the afternoon before the 
party returned to the city. 

Mr. Pullman was greatly pleased with 
the visit to the grounds of the forthcom- 
ing exposition, and was loud in his praise 
of the southern pluck and courage neces- 
sary to have undertaken so grand a work 
at a time when there was a frightful panic 
staring the trade of the entire republic in 
the face, and to have, withal, made of it

The First Sleeping Car. 

“I am told that Colonel George W. Adair, 
of this city, was conductor on the first 
sleeping car that was ever run,” said Mr. 

“I should hike very much 
to have met him, and talked with him, as 
I am told he is extremely interesting in his 
narratives about early rallroading. 

“He was, in the pioneer days of failroads, 
& conductor on the Georgia railroad, which 
was one of the earliest of them all. ‘ihe 
Georgia railroad had two sleeping cars 
built in the early forties, probably extlier 
than the forties even—I don’t know—but 
those two sleeping cars, in their Way, were 
about the first ever run in this coui.try. 
Certainly they were close about the first. 
Colonel. Adair, I am told, was a conductor 
in those days, and used to run the train 
that carried one of these rude sleeping cers, 
ine cars were fashioned on simple style, 
the backs of the seats serving as the top 
cover of the berth when turned up for the 
night, so I am informed. 

“It was a long time after this hefore I 
Started out with my first sleeping car. It 
was in 1859, and the car ran between Chica- 
go and St. Louis. That car was not at all 
the same kind of car that we run these 
days, of course, for you will remember that 
railroading in those days was nothing to 
what it is today. This is one particular 
line of progress that has outstripped. all 
others in advancement—railroading, Along 
with it developed the sleeping car.”’

If there is a man in all the world of mil- 
lionaires who seems to forget his millions 
and his luxuries when in conversation with 
this man or that, it has been said that 
man is George Pullman. 

He is good humored—always' laughing 
and talking about pleasant things. When 
Mr. Pullman returned last evening from 
the exposition grounds where he spent the 
entire afternoon, he was not in the least 
wearied by the drive and was sitting in 
his private car surroundéd by his young 
companions, telling them about the exposi- 
tion and its prospects, and of the exhibit 
that he will make there. 

: Talks About His Trip. 

“Yes, we have all had a good time on this 
trip,”” said Mr. Pullman to The Constitu- 
tion, and as he spoke he raised himself 
from his easy sofa and showed interest in 
what he said—‘‘a delightful time, and we 
will go back home in a good humor with 
ourselves and the world at large, and feel 
that it is well for us to have come down 
here. I have always loved to travel in the 
south. The section has an interesting past 
and a far more interesting future. Its 
climate is simply delightful, and at this 
period of the year, when the air is cool and 
bracing and yet warm enough to make the 
flowers bloom and the trees bud and put out 
their foliage, it is particularly pleasant to 
come down from our colder climate and 
spend several weeks of pleasure and rest. 

“The south is growing brighter every day 
of the world. Everything is building up. 
There may be hard times fiere and there 
among certain classes at certain periods, 
but this part of the country is doing well 
and prospering finely, I was down in this 
same region of country not many years ago, 
and you would be surprised to see the 
growth of the south since that time, as it 
appears to my eyes. To the southerner it 
is hard to calculate that his country is 
growing so fast, because he is here all the 
time and cannot observe it like one who 
comes and then comes again, after a lew 
years. 

“Right here in Atlanta I have been as- 
tonished at the way the buildings have 
gong up—how the town has grown into a 
great city, all within a few yearsa—a very 
few years, 

“There seems t6 be something in the very 
air in Atlanta that makes great enterprises 
and industries thrive, at the same tirae 
making men lively, plucky and good-spirit- 
ed. Atlanta mén always seem to be fairly 
beaming with good will toward the rest of 
the world, and all pulling together for At- 
lanta.’ 

Mr. Pullman remarked here that he knew 
this was nothing more than repeating a pro- 
verbial statement with respect to the city 
of Atlanta, but stated that each time he 
comes to the city he finds it true with ad- 
ditional force, 

Talks of the Exposition. 

“Tho exposition surprises me,” said Mr, 
Pullman. “I had often heard of it,. and 
was advised that it was going to be interna- 
tional, indeed, in its scope, but I did not 
dream that it was going to be what I find it. 

“T went out to the grounds—have just re- 
turned—and I was amazed at the propor- 
tions of the enterprise, The work is going 
steadily on, and I am assured by President 
Collier that the fair will be ready for the 
throngs of visitors on time. It will be a 
great factor.in the upbuilding of the south. 

“Tl am pleased to say that we will have gn 
exhibit here.

“It 
is used for the most part in the manufac- 
ture of freight cars. You see, we are mak- 
ing thousands of freight cars every year 
in addition to our passenger cars, and this 
calls for a great deal of strong and sub- 
stantial pine lumber. We find the Georgia 
pine excellent for this purpose. 

“Our purchasing agent was down here not 
long ago making contracts for a vast quan- 
tity of it, and we will hereafter make most 
of our purchases from the south Georgia 
lumber dealers. In the past we have en- 
gaged most of it in the Mississippi valley.’ 

Mr. Pullman will return to Atlanta prob- 
ably within a month, and will take a hand 
himself in the supervision of the work of 
arranging for the exhibit that the company 
is to have here.

‘ WHY THEY PROTEST. 


Residents of Pryor Street Put Their 
Complaint in a Card. 


The citizens of Pryor street are in 
earnest in their protest against cacepting 
and paying for the vitrified brick paving 
on Pryor street in its present condition, 
They are making a vigorous kick and 
some of them say they will take the mat- 
ter to the courts before paying for the 
work.

Some of the eomplaints of the citizens, 
given in their own words, are: 

‘1, We are éalled on by council to ac- 
cept a most miserable job in our vitrified 
paving. It is botched all the way from 
Garnett street out. The brick are Lroken 
in many places and are working up. No 
citizen would pay for that work wider a 
private contract. 

“2 We are called on to walk in the 
middle of the street, as our sidewalks are 
torn up most of the way out the street. 

‘8. The middle of the street is covered 
with dust an inch thick until it rains; 
then the mud is terrible. The vitrified 
brick pavement has been completed all the 
way out and we think it time to nave the 
dust and dirt swept off so we can see the 
brick and not be blinded with dust evcry 
time an electric car comes crashing along 
at breakneck speed. 

‘4. The block between Rawson street and 
Woodward avenue furnishes a regular 
dumping ground for the city. The con- 
glomeration dumped in this hollow is as 
unsightly as it is unhealthy. When it 
rains the water collects in a regular pond 
in the same hollow and is allowed to 
stagnate. 

“We have other complaints, but these

“Cuba is the strategic key to the gulf of 
Mexico, and to the coastwise trade of the 
North and South American continents. Not 
a vessel that passes from Rio Janiero to 
New York but has to sail within gunshot 
of this hostile key. Great as the American 
government is, it does not command the 
northern or southern passage out of the 
gulf into either ocean. We must not think 
that because there has been comparative 
harmony heretofore it may last for- 
ever. The shot across the bow of the Al- 
Iianca was a rude awakening to the fact 
that with al] our power, there is a Spanish 
magazine in the very spot where it can be 
made most dangerous. 

“Our control of the gulf of Mexico should 
be as undisputed as is our ownership of the 
Mississippi, whose waters pour into it, Our 
commercial road to South America should 
not be under the guns of a European na- 
tion, and a vessel from New Orleans to Sa- 
vannah should not have to Be fitted up as 
to run a blockade. No Spanish fort should 
front the American cities of the gulf coast, 
threatening reprisal upon them in the event 
of a war in which Spain might be on the 
other side. 

“Of the $64,000,000 which Cuba exports 
$57,000,000 is taken by the United States. 
Having thus sold her produce to us, and 
taken our $57,000,000 across to Havana, the 
Spanish government, through the operation 
of curiously wrought tariff laws, compels 
the spending of it in Spain, Nearly $10,000,- 
000 goes to Spain for agricultural products; 
$6,000,000 goes for the army, and other mil- 
lions go to support the 4,000 Spanish officers 
who hold office in Cuba until they get rich 
and then return home to make room for 
other hungry men who want to get a 
chance, A country which drains so much 
money from us should become a part of us, 
and, therefore, I say that Cuba should be 
annexed, How that work should be brought 
about is for the general government to de- 
termine, but it could not be determined too 
soon to please the American people. 

“Annex Cuba, and then there will exist 
No danger but that our aftér relations with 
Spain will always be pleasant, But, friend-* 
ly as we are to Spain, we do not want her 
arsenal to be so close to our shores. 

“The time has come,” said the governor, 
in conclusion, “for the government to adopt 
a@ strong foreign policy—one that will put 
the whole world on notice that our rights 
must be respected.” >

"STILL ADVANCING. 
Big Receipts and Crop Estimates Are 
Disregarded: 


SILVER SHOWS A TENDENCY TO ADVANCE 


And Manchester Is Strong with New Or- 
leans Booming--Stocks Consider- 
ably Higher. 


New York, March 12.—The activity at the 
stock exchange continues. The business 
was again well distributed, and it was no- 
ticeable that the reductions brought in fresh 
buying orders. Until with a very recent 
period the reverse was true, the sales hav- 
ing encouraged the bears to fresh efforts, 
while today each recession Lrought in new 
buyers. A noteworthy feature was the in- 
quiry from outside sources. Commission 
houses report a steady increase in the out- 
side demand. For instance, a firm not of 
any particular prominence today for the 
first time in a year or so received orders 
fror fully 3,000 shares, and it was all at full 
commission at that. The rise in prices was 
equal to %@2% per cent, Jersey Central 
leading. The improvement in the anthracite 
coalers is ascribed to the covering of the 
bears, who are alarmed by reports that the 
presidents at the meeting on Thursday will 
settle the vexed question of allotments. 
London was a buyer of its favorites and 
stimulated the rise in Louisville and Nash- 
ville and St. Paul. The low priced issues 
were taken on a liberal scale, and Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie, Southern Railway, Ches- 
apeake and Ohio, Wabash, Kansas and 
Texas, Louisville, New’ Albany and Chicago 
all scored material gains.

New York, Marcn 19.—Liverpooi Was tne

Silver shows a tendency to advance, Man- 
chester’ was strong, Liverpool was up 3% 
to 4 points, New Orleans was booming, 
exports from the ports were liberal, some 
of the spot markets were higher, there 
was more or less inside demand and in a 
word, the news in the main favored the 
bulls. Receipts at ports were 20,845, against 
24,275 and 16,801. Thus far this week 56,-

cotton, however, 1-16 higher, with sales of 
300 delivered on contract; middling 6% 
cents. Houston received 5,272 against 6,118 
and 927. Cincinnati 1,904 against 9,998 and 
1,200; St. Louis 358 against 400 and 319; 
Memphis 703 against 81 and 187, and 
Augusta 713 against 310 and 156 last year. 
Southern spot markets were generally 
firm. Baltimore and St. Louis advanced
